

Dear JL, re New Times story issue dated 4/18/75 4/22/75 

Reading this Anson piece made clear that he has drawn extensively on my work in 
some cases what is in my work only, while heavily crediting others for what ie at 
best dubious as used. This has become commonplace end rarely do I give it a second 
thought* 

What prompted me to in this instance is a note from a reporter who has interviewed 
me in depth for a ^unday feature and has my books. In this note the reporter notes 
the uncredited use of my work by Ansmi and Hew ‘■^in®s* Neither ever ppoke to me. 

However, I checked the files and find as you should that on 2/\l/l5 I did write 
*'ohn -“arsen at ^ew Times in an effort to interest them in several stories of which 
this is but one. 1 then sent him a copy of the book. |t has not been returned. 

In fact it was not even acknowledged and there was no expression of interest 
in any of the stories. Instead they put one of their editors onto a ripoff. 

Concluding with one of the least likely of "solutions" to the crime, 

I am not suggesting that this is actionable. The ethics are another matter.
